Congress Is Disposed to Let Hawaii 
Manage Her Own Affairs, 


‘SENATOR TURPIC FIRES IN THE REAR 


He Is Said to Be Acting. by Mr. 
Cleveland’s Direction. 


EVERYBODY ASKED TO “HANDS OFF” 


Alabama’s Representatives Will Make an 
Effort to Keep Some Duty on Uoal 
and Iron—The Debate Progresses. 


Washington, January 9.—(Special.)—The 
resolution introduced in the senate by Sen- 
ator Turpie yesterday in regard to Ha- 
waii means much, It declares that “‘it is 
unwise, inexpedient and not in accordance 
with the character and dignity of the 
United States to consider further, at this 
time, either the treaty or project of annexa- 
tion of the Hawalian territory to this coun- 
try; that the provisional government there 
in having been duly recognized, the highest 
international interest require that it shall 
persue its own line of policy and that fer- 
ei.n intervention in the political affairs of 
the islands will be regarded as an act un- 
friendly to the government of the United 
States.” 

This resolution is said to have been drawn 
up at the state department and Mr. Turpie 
introduced it at the request of the presi- 
dent himself. The president is sorely tired 
of this Hawaiian matter and he wants to 
get out of it just as quickly as possible. 
His policy will now be to “‘hands off’’ Ha- 
waii. He takes the position now that when 
Minister Willis ‘asked the provisional gov- 
ernment. to step down and out and make 
way for the queen’s return to the throne and 
the provisional government declines te do 
so that the United States did all necessary 
under the circumstances. He thinks Minis- 
ter Willis’s efforts have shown that this 
government did all that was possible 
through peaceful means &nd that the condi- 
ticn of affairs is such on the island that 
it is neither possible or desirable to make 
a further move towards the restoration of 
the queen and that the only danger to be 


‘feared is from foreign interference. 


They Think He Made a Mistake. 

It is Known that the president will have 
Minister Willis instructed to do nothing 
further in the matter. Of course, the dem- 
ocratic congressmen will uphold the presi- 
dent’s act, but they criticise him rather se- 
verely. They think that he made a mistake 
in asking the provisional government to 
step down and out. If he was going to do 
that at all he should have placed himself in 
a position to have forceé the provisional 
government out. and, replaced the «qhsen. 
But every American is opposed to the rés- 
toration of the queen and all are glad that 
President Dole refused to step down. The 
whole thing leaves the administration in an 
unenviable position, but Mr. Cleveland and 
his cabinet think they have done the correct 
thing, and the matter will probably rest 
just where it is. 

‘he investigation which is being carr‘ed 
ou by the senate committee will probably 
amount to but little. It will simply develop 
the facts in the case which have already 
been fully published. It is not probable that 
congress will do anything except, perhaps, 
to pass the resolution of Senator Turple. 

That is the only way out of the difficulty 
for the democratic party. It must uphold 
the acts of the administration as far as 
possible. 

The majority of the democratic senators 
and members, however, wish it to be under- 
stood that the Hawaiian matter was man- 
aged entirely by the administration 
and not by the congressional leaders, 
and that Mr. Cleveland, personally, more 
than the party, is responsible. In the de- 
bate which will come up over the resolution 
Mr. Cleveland will be defended by demo- 
crats to the best of their ability. While they 
do not endorse his policy still, as a demo- 
crat and the chief officer of the government, 
they will uphold him. 

The repuvlicans will endeavor to make 
much political capital out of the affair. 
They may make some, but fortunately Mr. 
Cleveland has not gone so far that he can- 
not get out of it. Nobody censures’ Minis- 
ter Willis for his acts. He was simply act- 
ing under instructions. Mr. Blount, who g-- 
rived here yesterday, wiil appear before the 
Senate committee investigating the Hawa- 
lian matter on Friday. Mr. Blount has de- 
clined to discuss the Hawaiian situation 
with any of the newspaper correspondents. 
He will tell the committee all he knows 
about it on Friday, but he will probably 
have very little to tell in addition to what 
he has already said in his report.

Senator Gordon was at the treasury’ de- 
partment this morning to see Secretary Car- 
lisle about the coliectorship for the. port 
of Savannah. The senator was very en- 
thusiastic in his recommendation of Mr. 
Beckwith. When he returned to the capli- 
tol he announced that in his opinion Mr. 
Beckwith would be appointed within the 
next few days. Mr. Beckwith himself is 
very confident of receiving the appoint- 
ment. Colonel Lester is still urging Mr, 
Wheaton. Ex-Congressman Thomas M, 
Norwood is also here and is making a very 
lively contest in favor of himself. Mr. 
Beckwith is leading in the race and it may,. 
be that he will be appointed this week.

Alabamians and Coal. 

The Alabama delegation met this morn- 
ing to agree upon action on the tariff bill. 
The members agreed unanimously to vote 
for an "mendment to the iron and coal 
schedu-es providing for a duty of 40 cents a 
ton on both. They also agreed to vote for a 
duty of 50 cents 1,000 feet on rough lumber. 
They also agreed to support an amendment 
putting cotton mill machinery on the free 
list. They discussed the income tax and 
agreed to vote unanimously for it. They 
also discussed the sugar schedule and 
agreed to vote solidly for the immediate 
repeal of the bounty and for a duty of 
from % to 1 cent a pound on sugar. Ex- 
cepting these changes the delegation agreed 
to support all schedules of the bill as re- 
ported. While they wil. offer these amend- 
ments and vote for them, in the event that 
they fail to adopt even one, that will not 
prevent them from votmmg for the bill as a 
whole. The Alabama delegation also agreed 
to support the amendment which Judge 
Maddox, of Georgia, intends to offer, pro- 
viding for a duty of about 20 per cent on 
manganese ore. It is probable that all the 
Georgia delegation will likewise vote for

Voorhees for the Income Tax. 

Though Senator. Voorhees, after having 
for years been a free coinage man, led the 
fight in favor of the repeal of the Sherman 
law, he will fight for his old-time convic- 
tions in favor of an individual income tax. 
Twenty years ago in the house he voted 
against the repeal of this tax which was 
then in force. He declares now emphati- 
cally tuat he will never lend his*influence 
to increasing the tax on beer and tobacco, 
for the reason that these are the only luxu- 
ries of the working man. He favers a tax 
on cigarettes, but less for the purpose of 
raising revenue than for sanitary consider- 
ations. But above all these he is in favor 
of an income tax and will make a gallant 
fight for the same in the senate. 

A story has gone out over the country 
to the effect that fifteen democratic sena- 
tors are opposed to, and will vote against, 
an income tax. These senators are said to 
be Messrs. Brice, Caffrey, Camden, Faulk- 
ner, Gibson, Gorman, Gray, Hill, Lindsay, 
McPherson, Vilas, Murphy, White of Cali- 
fornia, Smith and White of  Loiilsiana 
While the majority of these senators are 
undoubtedly opposed to an income tax se’’- 
eral of them may not vote against it. It is 
not certain by any means that either Sena- 
tor Hill or Senator Murphy will vote against 
an income tax. Nor is it certain that Sena- 
tor aulkner vr Lindsay will. Inieed, if 
it is made a party measure there may not 
be more than three or four bolting demo- 
cratic senators, I have talked with several 
senators, who are advocates of an income 
tax! and they believe that the tax stands 
a much better chance of going through 
the senate than is generally believed. In- 
deed, many of the southern sena$ors be- 
lieve that the senate will pass an income 
tax buil. 

Opposition in the East. 

Thousands of petitions from New York 
and eastern cities are being received by 
the congressmen. and newspaper correspond- 
ents here. The are all against the passage 
of an income tax. Editorials from eastern 
newspapers are being reprinted and sent 
out in crcular form. However, not one in a 
hundred of them is read. 


The Best of Teachers. 

Representative Springer, of Illinois, Says 
he knows from personal experience that 
an inuividual income tax is not unconstitu- 
tional. When this form of tax was in 
cate in this country more than twenty 

ears ago Mr. Springer had quite an income. 
He made a test of its constiiutionality in 
the Illinois courts by refusing to pay it, 
on the ground that it was a direct tax and 
could only be levied by the state. The case 
was appealed and the supreme court sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the act at 
Mr. Springer’s expense. Mr. Springer Shad 
not only to pay the tax but several hun- 
dred dollars cost fees.

This Time It Is the Governor Who 
Is Getting It. 


A BITTER LETTER FROM THE CLUB 


Says the Executive Has Acted Out- 
- Yageously and Contemptibly. 


HE WILL BE MAD NOW SURE ENOUGH 


Two Negroes Are to Fight, and Another 
Effort Will Be Made to Get a Ruling 
from ths Courts. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 9.—The mana- 
gers of the Duval Athletic Club set a snare 
for their enemy, Governor Mitchell, today, 
into which they hope he will fall and there- 
by give them an opportunity to test the 
Florida law in relation to #@tze fights. "The 
snare in question is the arranging of a con- 
test between two negro sluggers to take 
place at the opera house in a few days. 
The principles to the affair are Berry Wat- 
kins, a negro champion middle weight, of 
Florida, and Green Harris, negro champion 
middie weight, of Tennessee. The men are 
to fight for a purse of $500, and have signed 
articles of agreement identical with those 
signed by Corbett and Mitchell. The pur- 
pose of the club is to test the sincerity of 
Governor Mitchell’s opposition to the Cor- 
bett-Mitchell mill, and also to get a de- 
cision from the courts as to the law in re- 
lation to prize fights in this state. If the 
governor and the authorities of Duval coun- 
ty allow the negroes to meet and slug 
one another, the club people say that the 
executive’s opposition to the proposed Cor- 
bett-Mitchell fight is insincere and is dic- 
tated by other reasons than a desire to 
preserve the ‘peace and dignity of the 
state.’’ 

If the authorities of the county, acting 
under instructions from the governor, pre- 
vent the fight and arrest the negroes, the 
club managers say that they will very 
likely be able to secure a decision from the 
courts as to whether prize fights are viola- 
tive of the state law. In either event the 
club hopes to be a winner, and down the

” orhen questioned in regard to the mill 
between the negroes, the club managers 
deny that they are promoting the affair, 
but in sporting circles it is said that this 
denial is only made for a blind, and that 
Manager Bowden and _ others have ar- 
ranged for the bout between the negroes. 

Governor Mitchell Alert. 


wovernor. Mitchell, however, is watching 
the course of affairs promptly and it is not 
thought likely that he will allow himself 
to be trapped by the scheme. The gover- 
nor, in spite of the club’s talk about bring- 
ing pressure to bear on bim, is showing 
no wigns of letting up in his opposition to 
the fight. He is warning the sheriffs ef 
every county in which it has been fn- 
mored that the club would attempt fo 
bring Corbett and Mitchel together, to be 
on the alert to prevent the contest, and if 
unable to prevent it with she forces at thelr 
disposal, to call on him for assistance. 

The following correspondence betwsen the 
governor and Sher.ff Perry, of St. John’s 
county, where rumor has it that the club 
has decided to attempt to bring about the 
fight, shows how vigilant the governor is 
and how determined he is to ¢heckmate the 
club. The governor’s ‘etter to Sheriff 
Perry is as follows, 

“State Executive Department, Tallahas- 
see, Fla., January 5.—C. J. Perry, Sher!# 
of St. John’s County, F'a., St. Augustine. 
Dear Sir: I see by the papers that James 
J. Corbett and Charles Mitchell, who pro- 
pose to disgrace Florida by one of their 
brutal prize fights, havs s0 amended their 
agreersat that said fight may take place in 
either Duval or St. John’s county, and you 
are instructed to prevent said contest in St. 
John’s county, whether it is known or 
called a prize fight, glove contest or is 
known or called by any other name. 

“You understand the situation in your 
county and if, in your opinion, you will not 
be able to prevent said contest with the 
means at your command, you are instructed 
to call upon the executive of the state for 
such assistance as you may deem “ecessary. 
I have confidence in your intelligence and 
you are expected to carry out these in- 
structions to the letter by preventing the 
proposed contest between said parties in 
your county. Very respectfu_ly, 

“H. L. MITCHELL, Governor.” 

To this Sheriff Perry, after consulting 
Judge W. A. MacWilliams, his attorney, 
mailed on the evening of the 8th the fol- 
lowing reply:

William A. Brady, who is managing Cor- 
bett, today came up from Mayport, where 
the champion jis training. Questioned by 
the Southern Associated Press correspond- 
ent in regard to the outlook for the fight, 
Brady said: 

“T am strongly of the opinion that the 
club people will be entirely successful in 
their efforts to bring the contest to a suc- 
cessful issue, and you may be sure that 
our end of the affair will give them all 
the support in our power. Of course, if we 
knew as a certainty that the match would 
have to be abandoned, Corbett would still 
continue training until officially notified 
that the meeting was off. He is under con- 
tract and has never yet had the slightest 
idea of going outside of his agreeiaent with 
the club. All of these dispatches that you 
see saying that either Corbett or myself 
have entertained fa¥orably any propositions 
from Colorado, Cuba, or any other point is 
the merest rot and without foundation.” 

The Club to the Pubiie. 

The athletic club late this evening fur- 
nished the following statement to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent: 

“To the Public—The time has now arrived 
when it becomes necessary to restore con- 
fidence to the outside world in the ability of 
the Duval-Athletic Club to bring te a suc- 
cessful final issue the international glove 
contest between Corbett and Mitchell.

“Right here, we wish to say to the public 
in the most positive terms, that, barring ac- 
cidents of a providential nature, and if Cor- 
bett and Mitchell appear at the ringside 
January 25, 1894, as they have contracted to 
do, and no doubt will—just so sure will this 
contest take place. We assure the public 
at large that the sentiment of the people 
of the city of Jacksonville and the state 

Florida is in favor of this contest and 
being legally assured that there exists no 
law in this state against contests of this 
kind, we now assure all intending patrons 
of the event and the public in general that 
they can come to Jacksonville secure in the 
knowledge that they will see two of the 
greatest boxers in the world in a contest 
that will do nothing more than demon- 
strate which is the more scientific.

WARM DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Wilson Silences Mr. Doolittle, of 
Washington. 

Washington, January 9.—This was a field 
day ip the house for the tariff. The gal- 
leries were thronged all day and the firor 
crowded. Bach side put forth its most bril- 
liant orators for the day ‘session. Mr. Wil- 
son, the chairman of the ways and means 
committee, completed his speech begun 
yesterday and Mr. Burrows opened the de~- 
bate for the republicans. General Black, of 
Illinois, and Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, fol- 
lowed. The good points of all the speakers 
were liberally applauded by the respective 
partisans. At the evening session Mr. 
Haines, a democrat from New York, in the 
name of the colar and cuff industry, fired 
the first shot into the Wilson bill. He dis- 
played a gigantic petition signed by 67,000 
people protesting against the collar and 
cuff schedule, declaring that if it were to 
become a law it would ruin this great in- 
“ustry. At 11:15 o’clock the house resolved 
“itself into a committee of the whole for the 
consideration of the tariff and Mr. Wilson 
resumed his speech of yesterday. He con- 
tinued the thread of his argument, present- 
ing his side of the case in forceful lan- 
guage. His remarks were often interrupted 
by democratic applause, but otherwise he 
was alowed to proceed, until he created 
something of a stir when he referred to the 
fact that the protests against the pending 
bill were largely inspired by the power of 
capital, which directed, forced and fright- 
ened employes to sustain the protected in- 
dustries. He said that when the effort was 
being made to abolish slavery petitions bad 
come from a large delegation of slaves, 
praying that slavery might be continued. 

He Wishes He Hadn't Spoke. 

This brought to his feet Representative 
Doolittle, of Washington, with the ques- 
tion, “And do you compare the laboring 
men of this country to the slave element 
of the south?” 

Mr. Wilson: “I think such a question 
wonld not be asked by any person with 
intelligence above the slave.’’ (Long end 
loud applause on the democratic side). 

There was much confusion. Mr. Doolittle 
said that he did not catch the answer and 
asked that it be repeated with the evident 
purpose of making a protest against it. 

Mr. Wilson: “I desire to be courteous to 
every one in this debate, so that I will 
now withdraw the answer.”’ 

Mr. Reed: “But you cannot withdraw 
the democratic applause.” (Laughter). 

Mr. Wiison’s peroriation was forcible and 
eloquent. He began with a reference to 
the legend, which he said had always been 
inscribed on the democratic banner, ‘‘equal 
rights to all and special privileges to none.”’ 
The people had brought the democratic 
party intu power on that broad principie of 
equal justice to all. *““The democratic par- 
ty,’” h@ concluded, “raises itself as vne

Tampa, Fla., January 9.—(Special.)—Flor- 
ida does not hold another election until Oc- 
tober next and then the only state official 
to be chosen is a justice of the supreme 
court. The forty-five counties, however, all 
choose their members of the legislature, 
which will meet in April, 1895, and sixteen 
of them will also choose their senators for 
the upper branch of that body. And it is 
in the composition of the legislature of 1895 
that public and political interest will center. 
In fact, there is a gocd deal of quiet work 
beir:s done right now in the way of ‘“‘tix- 
ing’ the complexion of the law-making 
body which will assemble in Tallahassee a 
year from next April. 

It will be recalled that the anti-Call fac- 
tion of the party in Florida got control of 
the democratic state convention at Tampa 
in 1892 and practically made a clean sweep 
of the state offices. They also succeeded 
in naming a majority of the legislators 
and organized the legislature of 159% in 
their own interest.The Tampa convention 
was thus controlled by means of a deal with 
the alliance delegates, but from now on 
the alliancemen will cut no figure at all in 
state politics here. So, when the democrat- 
ic convention. of 1894 meets, probably in 
July or August, the lines will be drawn 
partly upon the old Call and anti-Call is- 
sue and partly upon the railroad and anti- 
railroad sentiment of its delegates; if, in 
fact, the latter issue has not by that time 
completely obscured the lines of the ald 


Call fight. 

During the last days of the legislature of 
1893 the famous railroad commission bill, 
which had passed the house by a good 
majority, although provoking some violent 
opposition, was defeated in the senate. 
As a general thing the supporters were 
Call men, although the bill had to have 
the support of some anti-Callites in order 
to get a passage in the house. Major Alex- 
ander St: Clair-Abrams, of Tavares, in 
Lake county, was the supposed author of 
the bill and he made a most able and 
vigorous fight for it. The bill had been in- 
troduced by Senator Williamson, of Citrus 
county, and he also made “the great effort 
of his ijife’’ for its passage. 

Bribery Charged. 


The opponents of the bill in the senate 
were chiefly anti-Call men and they made 
nothing of a fight 6n it, relying chiefly on 
the votes which tney felt sure of on a 
final passage, and they won the day by a 
safe majority. There were charges of the 
purchase of votes by the railroad influence 
and a good deal of talk and excitement fol- 
lowed for a week or so, but the subject 
soon sank into obscurity, and is there 
now, apparently. 

Bur ‘to a keen observer of events and 
their significance, there are unmistakable 
signs that the opponents of a railroad com- 
mission law, sucn as that which was under 
discussion in -Tallahassee last May, are 
now laying their pipes to.get control of the 
legislature of lev and again prevent 
legislation hostile to their interests. “We 
do not,” said a prominent railroad attorney 
a tew days ago, “‘object to a proper regu- 
lation of the tramsportation trarfic of 
Florida by state laws; but we do object to 
clothing a railroad commission with 80 
much authority that it can practically con- 
fiscate raijroad property and bankrupt its 
owners. 1 am not a Man of any secret 
movement looking to a control of the demo- 
cratic convention of 18 by railroad men, 
but I do believe that that convention will 
be made up largely of the more enlightened 
and liberal element in the party, and that 
the delegates of this class will control it. 
lf they do, you may look for a fair, iiberal 
legislature; and, if any railroad legisiaticu 
is had by it, it will not be oppressive cr 
unjust to the railroad corporations.” 

Sentiment is Changing. 

And a careful investigation shows that 
the anti-corporation sentiment—which has 
been so self-assertive since 1889~is rapidly 
weakening, and in many sections ulsap- 
pearing entirely. The people ure beginning 
to see that railroads are not their natural 
enemies—as they have been led to belieye— 
and they are rapidly being liberalized in 
sentiment, and can no longer be made to 
bow down to the idol of anti-corporationism. 

So it is confidently predicted that the 
anti-railroad element in Florida will not 
own more than one-quarter section of the 
whole democratic convention of 18¢, and 
that the promotion of legislation hostile to 
raliroads will not be a paying or a popxlar 
business in Tallahassee in 1895. , 

There are some politicians in Florida who 
profess to believe that a serious effort will 
be made-in the next legislature to choose 
« United States senator to succeed Senator 
Call. His term began on March 4, 1891, 
end. it will end Maren 4, 1897. But the 
Florida lJegislature cf 1897 will not meet 
till the first luesday after the first Monday 
in April of that year. Under the section of 
the Florida constitution which provides for 
the meetings of the legislature there Is 
always an interim between the end of 
a United States senator’s term and the 
choosing of his successor. There are not a 
few of the opponents of Senator Call who 
claim that the United States statute can 
be so interpreted as to permit tne legislature 
of 1895 to choose his successor—and others 
declare that the United States statute will 
be changed any way before the Florida 
legislature of 1897 assembles. The existing 
statute on the subject is Chapter 1 of Title 
II of the United States Revised Statutes. 
Section 14 of chapter 1 says: “The legisla- 
ture of.each state which is chosen next 
preceding the expiration of the term for 
which any senator was elected to repre- 
sunt such state in congress shall, on the 
second Monday after the meeting and or- 
ganization thereof proceed to elect a sen-. 
ator in congress.” 

‘‘The legislature chosen next preceding 
the expiration of’ Senator Call's term is 
the legislature of 1897—it being chosen in 
October, 1896, unless the laws are changed 
before that time. 

It is difficult, therefore, to understand 
how the legislature of 189 can elect a 
United States senator to succeed Call. 

But, if it can be done legally, there fs a 
crowd in the anti-Call faction which will 
be only too glad to carry such a programme 
through.

DOLE’S ANSWER TO WILLIS 


Intended to Be Kept Secret—But a 
Summary Is Published. 
Victoria, B. C., January 9.—(Copyrighted 
by the United Press.)\—The steamer Wari- 
moo, which arrived last night, brought ad- 
vices from Honolulu under date 6f Janu- 

ary Ist. 

On the 10th of December Minister Willis 
demanded of the provisional! government 
that it surrender to the queen. President 
Dole replied, refusing to consider this de- 
mand. The government is keeping ahe an- 
Swer of Dole to Willis’s demands secret 
until it shall have had time to reacb the 
president. The following summary, how- 
a has been obtained from good author- 

¥: 
Dole begins by noting that this is the 
first official communication this government 
has had intimating in any way the policy 
of President Cleveland toward Hawaii. By 
no action of this government has any mat- 
ter connected with the late revolution been 
submitted to the authority of the United 
States. This is carefully argued. No inti- 
mation has ever been made to the provi- 
sional government of anything having been 
done or considered in the premises until 
the alleged conclusion of the president now 
presented by Minister Willis. 

An exhaustive resume is given of the 
series of political] Struggies leading up to 
the revolution, including the acts of Kala- 
Kaua before 1887, and his obstructing and 
dictating legislation by filling the legisla- 
ture with officeholders. The climax was 
reached in the opium scandal, when Ka- 
lakaua took a bribe of $71,000, previously 
prepared for the legislature. The citizens 
then united to overthrow the monarchy. 
This was averted by. submission to the new 
constitution, which took most of his arhi- 
trary power away. Thence on till his death 
he constantly chafed and sought to evade 
those restrictions. The inside history of 
the attempted revolution of 1889 is then re- 
cited, and of Lilioukalani’s participation 
therein; the opposition then shown by her 
to the rights and interests of foreigners 
was after her ascension to the throne con<- 
stantly emphasized. It became violent dur- 
ing the latter part of 1892, as shown by her 
perverse appointments of our cabinets in 
opposition to the will of the legislature. 
The events of the last week of her reign 
are recited; the resuscitation of the de- 
funct lottery bill, the removal of the Wil- 
cox cabinet, all through the queen’s per- 
sonal influence. 

Dole recites the attempted coup d’etat 
action of the committee of safety and the 
two mass meetings of foreigners”and na- 
tives. The committee deemed the presence 
of the American forces necessary for the 
protection of life and property and re- 
quested Stevens to land them.,Dole de- 
nounces in the strongest terms the false- 
bood that Stevens was ever asked to have 
his forces assist in the revolution or ‘that 
he ever did so. The government ms 
having ever authorized Damon or any oth- 
er person to make terms for the queen's 
surrender, and denies that he ever reported 
or was asked to report such terms. Damon 
made those terms on his own responsibility. 
Never before nor since the revolution did 
the members of the committee of safety 
confer with Stevens about the overthrow 
of the government. 

The provisional government is responsible 
only to. those who comstituted and are now 
maintaining it in power. It is amenable to 
no foreign power on earth. It has always 
been faithful to its constituents, and by no 
acts og intimation has ever offered to sub- 
mit its rights to the United Staces or any 
other power. For these reasons, this gov- 
ernment must refuse to consider the propo- 
sition of Minister Willis, appeals to their 
patriotism and moral sense, nor to the 
terms of amnesty secured from the ex- 
queen. x: 
A Republic Not Desired. 


Honolulu, Janyary 1.—(Copyrighted by 
the Associated Press,)}—The proposition for 
tae establishment of a republic here, said 
to have been brought by Minister Thurs.on 
and Mr. H. N. Castle, of The Advertiser, 
is absolutely denied by both these gentle- 
men. To the Associated Préss Mr. Thurs- 
ton said: 

“Such an idea never entered our heads, 
Why should it? We are now an estab- 
lished government. We have been recog- 
nized by both the United States and Rus- 
sia. and to establish a republic would be 
but to renornce a recognized nation we 
now have for existence. This we do not 
propose to do.;’ 

“Deny it absolutely, and give it the 
widest publicity,” concluded Mr. Thurs- 
ton. 

When interviewed, Mr. Castle took the 
Same view. He seid 

“You can see what my Views are from 
the columns of The Advertiser. While, 
like Thurston, I am a Hawaiian-born 
American, I am not here to compromise 
unless our national mother, America, .goes 
completely back on. us, which I don’t be- 
lieve American patriots would tolerate.”’ 

Thurston leaves here tomorrow by the 
steamer Pekin for Washington. He will 
take with him a copy of the government’S 
reply to Willis. .

A DISASTROUS BLAZE AND ITS WORK 


Jacobs’ Corner a Complete Wreck, 


and Other Houses Damaged- 


THE MANLY WORK OF THE FIREMEN 


All Aboutthe Destructive Work of Last 


Night’s Big Blaze— Daniel ‘Brothers 
Ruined by Water. 


The Norcross building, one of Atlanta’s 
oldest landmarks, occupied by Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs’s pharmacy, was half destroyed by 
fire at 11 o'clock last night. i 

It narrowly escaped entire destruction. 
Hidden away in a close corner in the rear 
end of the third floor the fire gained a firm 
hold upon the building we.ore the firemen 
could possibly get water upon it. « 

For two hours it raged, baffling the hur- 
ried, energetic efforts of the uremen, but at 
last the helmeted lads got it under com- 
plete control. But this was not done unt? 
the upper story of the building had been 
practically destroyed and the entire build- 
ing deluged with water and its contents 
ruined. 

The fire was discovered at 11 o’clock last 
night, and at an early hour this morning 
the tire‘ess firemen were still working at 
it, extinguishing such stray embers as 
they could find. tI started inthe laboratory 
and was caused by the light in the evapo- 
rating dish, which was left burning. 

One of the night clerks in the pharmacy 
first saw the blaze and Patrolman Moon 
sent in an alarm from box 41. Later a 
genera] alarm was rung. The firemen were 
on the spot almost instantly and found the 
fire situated in the rear. It was hurd to 
get at and their difficulty in this respect 
was increased many fold by a heavy iron 
door leading to the top floor. 

Some valuable time was lost in getting 
through this door. Later the firemen 
workeu from the Peachtree street side.. 
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CHIEF JOYNER MOUNTS THE LADDER 


Foreman Emmel, of No. 1, carried a band 
through the Nationgi hotel and worked 
from the rear, Chief Joyner did noble duty, 
leading his raen wherever’he directed them 
to go. A tall ladder was stretched up from 
Peachtree street and a hose carried up it. 
The chief was the first to mount it. 

The fire was of a most persistent and de- 
ceptive nature. Time and time again the 
spectators believed it. conquered, but it 
burst forth with tenewed vigor. Once it 
seemed almost entirely extinguished and 
the spectators began leaving, but presently 


{it leaped up again brighter and stronger 


than before. 

Several times it seemed certain that not 
only the Norcross building, but the entire 
block from Peachtree to Broad street, in- 
cluding the Folsom hotel and the Grant 
building, was doomed. Great nests of 
flame swarmed up from the building and 
heavy clouds of smoke half hid the blaze 
from view. 

It was an inauspicious night for a fire 
and to this fact something of the fire- 
men’s excellent victory may be attributed. 
Rain was falling and the night was muggy, 
soggy and cold. The building and the sur- 
rounding structures were soaked with wa- 
ter that had been falling for several days 
past. 

It was nearly 1 o’clock when the fire was 
gotten under control. At that time Ja- 
cobs’ pharmacy was flooded with water 
and a great river had been running over its 
tiled flooring for an hour. The entire stock 
was drenched. The contents of the other 
offices in the building were ruined. 

Peachtree street from Decatur to Wall 


was thronged with people when the fire 
department rolled up, while Beermann’s 
doors on the Peachtree side of his house 
were crowded with ladies who were just 
passing along from the theater. 

Chief Joyner was first to reach the side 
of the building from which the red glare 
of the hot fire was making a showing. It 
was through the windows, coated with 
heavy sheets of dust and dirt, that the 
flames could be seen.. They had not yet 
forced their way to the air, but were con- 
suming the inside of the bujlding at a rapid 
rate and the picture was one attractive and 
enchanting as the people looked at the 
fire through the misty, rainy night, flash- 
ing and flickering behind the dingy window 
panzs. A glance was all that Joyner want- 
ed to convince him thet he had an ugly 
fire to fight and that the fire was on thé 
third floor. : 

Almost before the people who were look- 
ing on realized that the fire department 
had arrived the hook and ladder truck, in 
obedience to orders from the chief, was 
chucked under the windows on the Peach- 
¢ree side at the rear of the building or near. 
the National hotel, and the ladder was run 
up until it reached the third story windows. 
Up the ladder the chief went like a quirrel 
and as he reached the top round and peer- 
ed through the musty, .dirty windows he 
yelled out: 

“Fetch up a line of hose and run another 
up the stairway on the Marietta street 

ide.”’ 

: As he was giving the orders he began 
descending the ladder and on the way down 
was met by a trio of firemen carrying the 
line of heavy hose up to the window. On 
the ladder the chief and the men pagsed 
as though they were on the streets. Beiore 
the chief reached the bottom of the ladder 
the men were on the top round and great 


streams of water were rushing from the’ 


nozzle. The coming of the water was greet- 
ed by the crowd below-with hearty cheers 
and as the glass crashed when the water 
hit it the cheer was renewed. 

When Chief Joyner struck the ground he 
rushed to the Marietta street side, where 
the was met by a squad of men leading a 
line of hose up the stailway. The line was 
rapidly pushed along until it reached the 
third floor, where it encountered an opposi- 
tion in the shape of a lot of barrels of oil, 
some boxes of drugs and other merchan- 
dise. It was impossible for the firemen <o 
push their way through these obstacies 
and in the meantime the fire was grewinge. 


_- Et did not take the chief long to realize that 


he would have to fight the fire from some 


» ther point than the hallway and sike a 
tee flash, he was back on the Peachtree side 


There he found that the fire had 


momentary ab- 


sence, and calling for ‘more streams of 
water, hé again mounted the ladder. The 
additional stream had to be thrown by 
firemen on the ground and as the water 


went up it went with a force that sent it 


against the top windows of the bullding. 


There was an abundance of water and it 


appeared to be going with greaf force, but 
the force Wags not sufficient to break the 
g.ass and the streams came dow™ the #'%e 
of the building foaming and splashing. It 
was necessary. to get in the windoy with 
the water and a policeman on the beat drew 
his pistol and firea at the window. He 
proved a goo® marksman and as the bullet

crashed through the window, making an 
opening, the water tore its way through. 
Then the full force of the stream went into 
the -oom and for a second the bright blaze 
diea down. But it was for a ‘second only. 
The fire was too large and <.vered tvo 
much space for the stream .f watef to dis- 
turd it. For a second it was a battle be- 
tween the fire and the water and the fire 
won, The water went up in steam, and 
tue steam added to the smoke made the 
picture upon which more than 500 people 
were looking a pretty one. 

The top floor of the building is divided off 
into rooms and the fire appeared to have 
gotten into the ceiling just below the roof. 
First one window and then another would 
give out the red glare, which enabled the 
firemen to ‘ocate it and to direct their 
streams. The instant one blaze was sub- 
dued another showed up and in less than 
ten minutes after the crowd began to col- 
lect it was dollars to cents that the building 
would be wholly destroyed and that the 
block weuld be badly damaged if any of it 
was saved at all. 

Chief Joyner appeared to realize that the 
opinion of the crowd was correct, and put 
forward his best work. Ladders were 
brought out which have not been off the 
wagon in a long-time and placed against 
the walls. Up these he went, first himself 
and then as the firemen followed he 4i- 
rected their work. Stream after strea’n 
was thrown on the fire until it looked like 
the whole Chattahoochee river had been 
diverted into the city and that it was try- 
ing to wash away the Jacobs pharmacy. 
Some of the men wanted to go into the 
building from the ladders but the chief 
called them out, declaring that he con- 
sidered the fire one of too dangerous a char- 
acter to permit his men to go inside. 

“For,’’ said he, “it is a drug store. Oils 
and stuffs kept in a drug store are not 
only too inflammable, but they ‘are liable 
to blow up. I would rather see the whole 
block go than to have one of my men 
killed.’”’ 

From the many nozzles the water was 
poured into the windows on the third floor 
until that floor would hold no more, and 
then it began seeping through the floor and 
down the stairways, until the second floor 
and then the bottom one was a running pool 
of muddy water, fresh from the Chatta- 
hoochee. Into the drug store, one of the 
prettiest in the south, the water came in 
great sluices until the floor was covered 
and the counters were nearly ready to float 
around in Paul Boynton style. 

At half-past 12 o'clock, nearly two hours 
after the fire was discovered, the bets were 
even that the building would go to the 
ground in ashes while Chief Joyner re- 
marked: 

“If I succeed in confining the fire to this 
building I will be satisfied. There is no 
way to get at it. A fire in a drug store is 
the meanest. thing on earth because I have 
no idea where things are stored and the 
things stored won’t do to monkey with. It 
ain't like any other fire. Let me keep it 
here and I'll be satisfied.”’ 

But the Atlanta firemen were working 
hard, and in less than fifteen minutes-after 
that remark a shout went up from the boys 
on the ladders. Part of the roof in the rear 
of the building had fallen in and the men 
cOuid see their way clear. The crowd be- 
low took up the cry and in no time the 
eae began to gain and the fire was whip- 


But it took quite a long fight after that 
to extinguish. the flames wholly. In fact 
it was not until aftér 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing that Chief Joyner took the water from 
the building in which the fire was sluni- 
bering. 

Only the top floor was hurt by the fire, 
but the lower stories were deluged with 
water so thoroughly that fire could have 
done little more damage. The ceiling not 
only on the second floor, but that of. the 
first, was washed away as though a freshet 
had come through it. The second floor and 
the first were an inch: or more deep in 
water, and the streams were running out 
under the doors to the sidewalk. ° 

All through the fire there were great fears 
of an explosion. People seemed to dread 
that some of the chemicals might “go off,’’ 
and the least cry caused a general scam per- 
ing of the spectators. 

As is well known the building is occupied 
by the Jacobs’ pharmacy. Dr. Jacobs uses 
the third floor for a patent medicine depot, 
perfumeries and standard goods, and on the 
floor had a stock of something like $30,000. 
On the second floor he had his supplies of 
liauors and other goods of a value amount- 
ing to $12,000 or $15,000. 

The lower floor, as is well known, is or 
was one of the most completely and elegant- 
ly furnished drug houses in the south, and 
in it was stored a large and select stock of 
drugs and a complete supply of surgical in- 
struments, probably the largest in the 
south. 

On the second floor were the offices of Dr. 
Huzza,Dr. Boles, Mr. Baker and Mr, Albert, 
the attorney. 

‘ All of these offices were deluged with wa- 
er. 

On the other side of the hallway, the 
western, was Danial Brothers, the haber- 
dashers, while under the building on ‘the 
Peachtree side, were Gavan the book man, 
Thompson, the fish man and a barber shop. 

These are about all of the occupants of 
*he building, and all of them are drowned 
out and badly damaged by water. 

Dr. Jacobs, of the Jacobs’ pharmacy, 
Says that he was carrying a stock on the 
three floors valued at fully $100,000, and that 
he thinks it is all about ruined. He was in- 
sured, but does not know the amount, furth- 
er than that it is less than 50 per cent of 
the value of the stock, ag the rate was very 
high and he did not carry a large insurance. 

Daniels Brothers had a stock, they say, 
of $8,000, and were carrying an insurance of 
$6,000. They declare that their stock is 
wholly ruined by the water. 

The office gentlemen on the second floor 
had valuable libraries and all of these were 


‘injured by water. 


Taking it all together the indications are 
that over 375,000 was lost by the fire. 
“The fire,’ said Chief Joyner, last night, 


“was one of the hardest I have ever had 
°to fight... It was up in the ceiling when it 


was discovered and had. made great head- 
way. Add to this the fact that it was a 
fire in a drug store where such inflammable 
stuff is kept and you may see the trouble 
we had. I would not have let one of my 
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steirway was banked with barrels of oil 
‘and boxes of merchandise and we could do 
nothing for a long time but fight it from 
the windows and that with very little sat- 
isfaction. No, I don’t want any more fires 
in this block. At one time I thought the 
entire block would go and would have been 
satisfied to know that we could have got- 
ten off with this one building. But the 
men worked like men and you see the re- 
sult. I'm proud of it and think I have oc- 
casion to be so."’ 

Mr. Jacobs was at home when the fire 
was discovered and came to the store in 
response to a telephone alarm. He saw 
what he had left a few hours before in per- 
fect shape flooded with water, -with col- 
umns of black smoke coming from the roof 
and windows, threatening- complete destruc- 
tion. When asked about the stock, ke 


sa.d: 

“IT have on the three floors nearly, if not 
quite, $100,000 of goods. You see the con- 
dition of this floor. It is floating around, 
you may say, in water and I guess the 
rest of the house is the same way.’’ 

*“‘How much insurance have you?” he was 
asked. 

“It is impossible for me to say, for I do 
not know. The rate was. very high, and I 
cou:d not carry much. It is way below 
the value, though. I have no idea how the 
fire originated.”’ 

“You may say for me, however,” said Mr. 
Jacobs, “‘that as soon as the adjusters get 
through and the express can bring new 
goods, I will be open for work again.” 

The building is known as the Norcross 
building and belongs to the Hon. Jonathan 
Norcross, who was once mayor of Atlanta.

Redwine in Court. 

Lewis Redwine, ex-teller and alleged 
wrecker of the Gate City bank and the 
chief actor in Atlanta’s greatest and most

F. Corrigan stated that in his opin- 
ion the preseace of Mr. Hammond was 
absolutely necessery to the defense. 

“Shall we interrogate . Mr. Redwine?” 
asked Colonel Hammond. Captain Jackson 
nodded and the prisoner stood up. 

“Are the statements true in reference to 
Mr. Hammond’s familiarity with your 
case?’ was asked. 

Redwine evidently replied in the affirma-

Captain Jackson rose to oppose the mo- 
tion. He alluded to the great trouble end 
expense of the government in preparing fcr 
trial and asserted that the absence of the 
who was not a witness, was no 
real ground for continuance.

“The defendant has never been arraign- 
ed,”’ said the judge. ‘‘Let him stand up.”’ 

‘‘We will waive arraignment,” said Colo- 
nel Hammond. 

“How can you waive arraignment?’ ask- 
ed the judge. ‘‘You can waive the reading

he had picked up. 

Meantime Redwine, in response to a look 
from his counsel, arose. He looked a lit- 
tle confused, evidently not knowing whether 
he was to plead verbally or not. “We will 
enter a plea of not guilty,’’ said Colonel 
Hammond for him. The colonel then turn- 
ed his attention to ~ome documents and 
Redwine was left standing. He remained 
on his feet for a moment and finally re- 
sumed his chair. 

Fight on the Indictments. 

Then ensued a fight on the indictments 
themselves. Colonel Hammond. first de- 
murred to indictment 3955, which charged 
that Redwine, as assistant cashier of the 
Gate City bank, embezzled $5,000 by paying 
a check foi. that amount, signed by Thomas 
Cobb Jacksorp, on July 27, 1891, knowing 
he had no funds in the bank. Colonel 
Hammond held that no crime was charged 
and that the transaction was an ordinary 
business one, which occurs with all banks 
every day. The fact that Jackson had no 
funds in the bank did not necessarily im- 
ply that the check would not be made good. 
The court temporarily reserved decision on 
this point. . 

The other indictments are as follows: 

No. 3945 charges that Redwine, as an 
employe of the bank, embezzled $103,148. 

No. 3948 has two ccunts; first, that Red- 
wine embezzled $15,000 from the bank, and 
second, that he sembezzled $40,700. 

No. 3964 charges Redwine, as receiving 
teller, with embezzling $103,148, on ‘“‘divers 
days,” between February 22, 1891, and Feb- 
ruary 22, 1893. 

On these three indictments Colonel Ham- 
mond took the ground that Rewdnie should 
not be forced to plead until he was fur- 
nished a bill of particulars by the prosetu- 
tion. He told of a vain effort to obtain 
these particulars and submitted his de- 
murrer to the other indictments. 

Captain Jackson briefly reviewed the in- 
dictments and insisted that all the rights 
of the defendant had been fully observed. 
He admitted that the government was un- 
able at present to give the bill of particu- 
lars demanded. 

Judge Pardee then overruled the demur- 
rer and decided in reference to the other 
point raised, that if the government ex- 
pected to prove that Redwine embezzled the 
money as teller, after receiving it from 


others, a bill of particulars mvust be fur- | 


nished. If he was accused of tmbezling 
money in his custody as cashier, this would 
not be required. 

Thereupon the jury call was ordered. 

The Jury Secured. 

A panel of twenty-four men were led into 
the box by the bailiff and the examination 
for compentency began. The practice of

The First Testimony. 


The witnesses were then sworn and with 
the exception of Mr. L. J. Hill were ex- 
cluded from the courtroom. It was agreed 
to put Mr. Hill on the stand first and he 
was allowed to remain. 

District Attorney James them made the 
opening statement for the prosecution. It 
consisted merely of reading and explaining 
the indicfments, but was lucid and to the 
point.

the evidence would be put before them in the 
shortest possible time. 
The Prosecution’s Case. 

The first evidence introduced was purely 
technical and to establish the status of the 
Gate City as a national bank. This was 
done by the introduction of its official cer- 
tificate and authorization to increase the 
stock. 

mr. L. J. Hill was then called. He be- 
gan his testimony by stating that he was 
president of the Gate City bank from 1879, 
when it was organized, until February 23, 
1893, wben it was suspended. The capital 
stock was originally $100,000, but was in- 
creased in May, 1890, to $150,000, and in 
May, 189., to $250,000. 

Redwine, he stated, had been in the em- 
ploy of the bank for years, mrstas_ receiv- 
ing teller and after January, 1892, was made 
also assistant cashier. 

‘“‘What were his duties?” 

“He had virtually entire charge of the 
bank, and among other things he counted 
the cash at the end of each day’s business, 
and‘locked it in the vault.’’ 

Mr. Hill entered into a detailed account 
of the exact character of Redwine’s work, 
his books, hours, etc. 

“Was there ever any shortage ‘during his 
employment as receiving teller?’ 

“Yes. Once, of $100, and once of $1,000.” 

“What was done about it?’ 

‘Nothing. There was no evi- 
dence against any particular per- 
son, and we were never able to 
trace the money.” 

Mr. Hill then told the story of the discov- 
ery of Redwine’s shortage. He was sum- 
moned to the bank on the night of Monday, 
February 20, 1893, by Mr. McCandless and 
one of the directors. Their suspicions were 
aroused. Next day before the bank closed 
he sent for Redwine, who delayed- coming 
on the pretext of making an entry. He 
did not see him again until he was captur- 


ed. 

The original shortage, he said, appeared 
to be between $60,000 and $70,000. This was 
increased by two unpaid checks of $5,000 
each, and a shipment of $20,000 which should 
have been made to New York. On the 23d, 
Mr. Campbell, the bank examiner, 
the shortage to be between $103,000 and $]4,- 
000. In January the bank had apparently 
$99,000 on hand. This was the result of a 
regular annual examination by himself, 
Mr. McCandless and Mr. Wellborn Hill. 

There was nothing so far new in. Mr. 
Hill’s testimony. It was only the old and 
oft repeated story of the smash. 

At this point the court adjourned for din- 
ner. ’ 

Afternoon Session. 


Judge Pardee was rather late in making 
his appearance for the afternoon session, 
and it lacked only ten minutes of 3 ”’clock 
when he entered the courtroom. 

President L. J. Hill, who had been intro- 
duced during the morning session but whose 
examination had just commenced when the 
midday recess was taken, was called to the 
stand. 

‘‘What admission did Lewis Redwine make 
to you?’ was the first question asked by 
the district attorney. 

“On Friday afternoorg at the _ station 
house, he stated that he was not able to 
think. The next “morning, however, be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock he stated that he was 
short over $65,000. I asked him if the short- 
age was $80,000. He said it was more. I

then asked him if the shortage was as 
much as $100,000. In reply to this question 
he said he thought it was between $90,000 
and $100,000. 

“What inducement did you offer to’ him 
for making such a confession?’ 

‘None whatever.’”’ 

“Did he make any statement as to when 
the shortage begun and when it ceased?’ 

‘“‘He did not.’’ 

“Did he say what had become of the 
money ?”’ 

‘‘He said that another party had received 
all of it except about $3,000.” 

“Who was that party?’ 

“Thomas Cobb Jackson.” 

“Was Mr. Jackson dead at that time?’ 

“He was. I think he died on Thursday 
evening, which was the day before Red- 
wine was caught.” 

“Did you ever see these papers?’ inquired 
the. district attorney, advancing to the 
platform. with a bundle of papers~<in his 
hand. The president of the bank, adjust- 
ing his spectacles to his nose, made a care- 
ful examination of the papers submitted to 
him.

Books Must Be Produced. 

Colonel Hammond objected to this ques- 
tion. He said the books were the best evi- 
dence, and: the books ought to be produced. 
The jury could then examine into the mat- 
ter and find out the status exactly. 

Captain Jackson stated that he had no 
objection to offer to Colonel Hammond's po- 
sition. The books were heavy and for that 
reason onij“he thought he would prove as 
much as he coud without the books, and 
bring them into court.only when it was ab- 
solutely necessary. 

“The books ought to be submitted,” rul- 
ed Judge Pardee, and, accordingly, the last 
question was withdrawn. 

The district attorney stated that he would 
have-the books of the bank in court as soon 
as he could get them. 

Tom Cobb Jackson’s Account. 

‘“‘Were you acquainted with Mr. Tom Cobh 
Jackson?’ asked the district attorney. 

“I was.” 

“On July 14, 1891, did you authorize the 
cashing of a check tor him?” 

“I did not.” 

“Was a check cashed?’ 

“One was so ped.”’ 

“When did you first see this check?’ 

“When Lewis Redwine’s private drawer 
Was ovened.”’ 

‘Whose name was on the back of the 


“Tom Cobb Jackson's.” 

‘Through what bank was it collected?’

The witness was about to answer with a 
negative when Colonel Hammond interrupt- 
ed. It was the old objection about the 
books.

Cross-Examined. 

On the cross examination, Colonel Ham- 
mond first brought out the character of 
Lewis Redwine. He asked the witness a 
number of questions touching the deport- 
ment of the prisoner up to the time of the 
defalcation. 

The fteplies were all satisfactory. Red- 
wine hud borne an excellent reputation, and 
so far as the president of the bank knew 
he was as honest as any young man in the 
city. He had been with the bank for nearly 
fifteen years, starting at the bottom, and 
filling the offices of bookkeeper, paying tell- 
er, receiving teller and assistant cashier. 
The witness had never heard of Redwine 
gambling or his being intimate with fast 
women. 

“When did you receive the first intimation 
of a shortage in the bank?’ 

“On Monday, the 20th of February.” 

*“‘Was the cash all right up to that time?” 

“It was. I made a thorough count of all 
the cash on hand the 28th of January. There 
was no shortage at that time and every- 
thing seemed to be in good condition.” 

“‘Who informed you of the shortage?” 

“Mr. McCandless and my nephew, one of 
the directors, Mr. N. M. Hill.”

A few questions were 
asked in rebuttal, and among other things 
it was brought out that Tom Cobb Jack- 
son, at the time of his marriage, was 
twenty-four years old. 


Mr. Whent’s Testimony.

The second witness introduced was Mr. 
Frank C. Wheat, at that time the paying 
teller of the Gate City National bank, now 
the receiving teller at Lowry's bank. 

He was first made aware of the bank 
examiner’s visit to the city on the day 
before the examination. He had received 
the news from Lewis Redwine. Redwine 
had seen his name on the register at the 
hotel, and told the witness he thought he 
would give the bank a call that day. During 
the conversation, Redwine stated that he 
would need about $20,000 in cash, as he was 
behind with his legal tender, and wanted

the witness to shift to him that amount 
after the bank examiner had counted the 
money on his desk. 

In this connection the vitness explained 
the relative position of his own and Red- 
wine’s desk. Their windows were separated 
from each other by an intermediate desk, 
occupied by the bookkeeper. Every morn- 
ing he would receive from Lewis Redwia>, 
who kept the cash, a certain allowance ior 
the day. When the day’s business was over, 
the residue would be returned. All of the 
cash was kept in the vault of the bank. 

The examiner failed to call on the day 
expected. He first counted the cash on 
hand at the Atlanta National bank, and 
waited until the following day to visit the 
Gate City. In the meantime, Wheat had 
wondered at the strange request of Red- 
wine’s for a shifting of the $20,000. Red- 
wine, however, was his superior, and he 
never criticised his request. He went tuo 
the cashier, however, and asked him what 
to do. Mr. McCandless had instru:ted him 
to do as Redwine said, but to keep a watch. 
Later in the day Redwine stated that he 
would only need $15,000, and would get the 
teller to shift him that amount. 

Next morning, at 8 o’clock, the bank ex- 
aminer called. He came @n hour before the 
usual opening, in order to count the cash 
without being interrupted. He counted the 
cash on the paying teller’s desk first. Mr. 
Hedwine was standing by when the count 
was made. Redwine then carried the ex- 
aminer to the vault, and while he was 
thus engaged the $15,000 was carried by the 
paying teller to the receiving teller’s desk. 
It was afterwards counted by the examiner 


,as if it was a separats pile of money. The 


loan was returned by Redwine in about 

twenty minutes. This was all the witness 

knew up to the flight of the prisoner. 
Cross-Examined. 


Cross-examined by Colone] Hammond, the 
witness stated that banks were always re- 
quired to carry enough legal tender on hand 
to meet the demands of their capital. Red- 
wine ought not to have been short with 
his legal tender. He was not able to say 
whether or not Redwine had returned the 
exact money he had borrowed in order to 
deceive the examiner. 

Captain Jackson’s Rebuttal. 


‘Where were you at the time of Red- 
wine’s departure?’ the question was asked 
by Captain Jackson. 

The witness replied that he Was at the 
bank. He had opened the drawer of Red- 
wine’s desk and discovered the papers in 
question. His overcoat was found in the 
cloakroom above the bank. Several of the 
papers produced in court were identified 
‘by the witness. 

“What relation do these figures bear to 
the defalcation?’” asked Captain Jackson. 

“I was struck—” 

“Stop!” said '‘Coloriel Hammond. “The 
question is out of order. The witness may 
have beew struck by lightning, for aught 
his reply to that question has to do with 
this case.’”’ The question was overruled. 

A number of other questions were put to 
the witness. all of which were answered. 
None of these, however. were material. 

Bank Examiner Campbell. 

The next witness introduced was the bank 
examiner, at the time of the deficit, Mr. 
W. J. Campbell. 

In reply to a question he stated that ae 
began his investigation of the bank’s af- 
fairs on Saturday after his arrival in the 
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city. He had first been to the Atlanta Na- 
tional. 

“Do you recognize this paper?’ said Cap- 
tain Jackson, « 

“T do,” said the ex-bank examiner. “It is 
the report of the Gate City (National bank 
for February 28. 1893."" The examiner then 
went on to state that he entered th® bank 
on Saturday morning about 8 o'clock and 
began to count the cash. He urst counted 
that on the paying teller’s desk, afterwards 
that in the vault and finally that on the 
desk of Lewis Redwintte. When he had fin- 
ished the cash on hand, with a elixht dif- 
ference, which was immaterial, correspond- 
ed with the requirements of the cash bal- 
ance. The aggregate amount of money, t~ 
the best of his recollection, as he countea 
it that morning, was $74,Wuv. 

Captain Jackson, at this point, stated that 
he was not able to examine the witness 
further without the aid of the books. Colo- 
nel Hammond did not care to begin the 
cross-examination until after the direct ex- 
amination had been concluded. 

The witness, therefore. until after

He testified that in addition to being vice 
president of the bank {n February 189%, he 
was also deputy sheriff, having entered 
upon the discharge of his duties in January 
of that year. He was apprised of the short- 
age of the bank on Tuesday the 2ist. He 
had stopped at the bank on his way to 
dinner. He went to look for Redwine and 
found him in the barroom under the build- 
ing. In order to prevent him from suspect- 
ing anything, he asked him if he had had 
a drink. He replied that he had just taken 
one. Before he could look around Redwine 
had passed out of the door and into the 
rear of the bank. The witness took up his 
Stand on the corner of Alabama and Pryor 
streets, expecting to see Redwine as soon 
as he came out of the bank. His position 
commanded @ full view of both sides of the 
building. He failed, however, to see him 
and went back into the bank. How he 
could have made his escape, without being 
observed, was a mystery. He never saw 
him any more until Friday a short twhile 
after his arrest. At that time he refused 
to admit the shortage. On the next morn- 
ing the shortage was confessed. He had not 
used the money but had drawn it from the 
bank. Most of it went to Tom Cobb Jacke 
son. Jackson, to the best of his knowl- 
edge, died on the 23d of February. 

Cross-Examined. 

Colonel Hammtnd cross-examined the wit- 
ness as to the conversation which occurred 
at the station house. The recollection of 
the witness, however, was not very distinct 
as to what had occurred. Something was 
said by Redwine as to a statement of the 
defaleation which he was willing to sign. 
He did.not remember what Colonel Ham- 
mond said to the prisoner nor whether he 
had time to consult with him or not. The 
witness had not insisted upon Redwine’s 
making a statement, and denied that he 
had intimated that he and his brother 
were suspected and needed exoneration. 
He had not intimidated Redwine into mak- 
ing a confession. In reply to a question 
the witness stated that Redwine’s salary 
af the time of the embezzlement was $128 
a month. 

After the examination of Mr. Hill was con- 
eluded the name of Mr. McCandless was 
called. It was verging closely upon 7 
o'clock, however, and Judge Pardee, ob. 
serving the time piece, decided to adjourn 
court until this morning at 10 o'clock. 

From the rapid dispatch which charac- 
terized the proceedings of the court yes- 
terday, the evidence may all be concluded 
by tonight. in readiness for the argument 
by the counsel on either side tomorrow 
morning. This, however. is mere specula- 
tion. A number of witnesses remain to be 
examined and the case is being stubbornly 
fought over every inch. of ground.

Violations of the Platform. 

Now that our readers have had an op- 
portunity to study Mr. Watterson’s ad- 
dress for themselves, they can under- 
stand the futility of criticism that means 
nothing and leads to nothing. 

When The Constitution, representing 
an overwhelming majority of the demo- 
eratic party, was criticising and protest- 
ing against the direct and flagrant viola- 
tion of the democratic platform contem- 
plated by those who insisted on the un- 
conditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, Mr. Watter- 
son was urgently and enthusiastically 
defending the proposed rape of the plat- 
form which was finally consummated. 

With the eloquence and ardor that, in 
his case have developed from gifts into 
habits, he fell foul of The Constitution 
and held its position up to the scorn and 
contumely of his Kentucky public. “Why 
embarrass the administration?’ he ask- 
ed us. “Why throw unnecessary obsta- 
cles in the way of its well-defined poli- 
ey?’ He strove hard to place those who 
were pleading for the integrity and unity 
of the democratic law and gospel in the 
position of making an indefensible at- 
tack on the democratic administration; 
and his brilliant but shallow arguments 
were seized on by the patronage press 
and employed to strengthen their own 
fatuous and foolish excuses for support- 
ing an effort to break down the demo- 
cratic policy and violate the constitution 
ef the party. 

This was Mr. Watterson’s plea— 
“Why embarrass the administration? 
Why throw obstacles in its way?” But 
now he come forward and dumps a 
whole ship load of stones in the demo- 
cratic channel, and then, getting in a 
small boat, rides into the democratic 
harbor with the air of a victor. The 
Wilson bill is “a makeshift.” It is a 
“manifest violation of the democratic 
law and gospel.” Nevertheless, if it is 
satisfactory to Mr. Cleveland and Mr. 
Carlisle, everything is alh right, and Mr. 
Watterson will support it cheerfully, he- 
roically, unflinchingly. 

But the suggestion that Mr. Watter- 
son made to The Constitution we polite- 
ly return to him. Why embarrass the 
administration by filling the minds of 
the multitude with compassion? Why 
give wings to fear and doubt, and then 
come to the futile conclusion that, after 
all, everything is all right if Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Carlisle are satisfied? Why 
create dissatisfaction in the public mind 
by declaring that the Wilson Dill is a 
manifest violation of the democratic 
platform;a makeshift—and then declare 
that democrats everywhere ought to be 
satisfied if the administration is satis- 
fied? 

We beg to assure Mr. Watterson that 
his conclusions as set forth in his ad- 
dress are not democratic but imperial- 
istic. In this republic an administration 
has but one duty to perform and that is 
to interpret and administer the laws in 
accordance with the express will of the 
people as manifested through the suc- 
cess of the party. It is the essence of 
imperialism to declare that a violation 
of the democratic platform is all right 
if the administration is satisfied, and the 
effect of it is far more embarrassing to 
the administration than direct criticism 
of the Wilson bill would be. 

Whatever criticism is worth making 
is worth standing by until there is no 
longer ‘any hope that it will be effective. 
We cannot imagine how an earnest dem- 
ocrat can render a better service to his 
party than to give its projected meas- 
ures the benefit of honest criticism. The 
severer the criticism the more sanative 
its effects will be, provided always that 
it is honest and sincere. Such criticism, 
in the nature of things, can never be 
embarrassing if its honesty and sinceri- 
ty find a parallel in the intentions of the 
administration and the party leaders. 

On the other hand, we cannot imagine 
anything more embarrassing than criti- 
cism which discovers a “manifest viola- 
tion of the democratic law and gospel,” 
gives it the benefit of a tremendous ad- 
vertisement, and then approves it on 
the ground that the administration is 
satisfied. 

We have no doubt that Mr. Watter. 
son's criticisms are honest and sincere. 
They are full of the flavor that only 
those qualities could impart to them. 


F The point we make is that they are more 


~ embarrassing to the administration with 


be-lame conclusions he has attached 


he had stood squarely to their full in- 
tent and meaning. 

' We are of the opinion, also, that, at 
the very worst, Mr. Watterson might 
have given consistency and even a cer- 
tain amount of dignity to his position 
by embracing this alleged violation of 
the democratic law and gospel as readi- 
ly as he embraced that ruder, grosser 
and more criminal violation of the plat- 
form embodied in the unconditional re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law. 

And that must be the opinion of all 
candid democrats who read Mr. Watter- 
son's speech. 


On the Right Line. 

The bill introduced by Congressman 
McLaurin, of South Carolina, to repeal 
the duties on manufactured cotton goods 
is a step in the right direction. 

Mr. McLaurin makes it clear that the 
duties on cotton goods operate against 
the interests of our farmers, and against 
the cotton manufacturers of the south. 
The Wilson bill proposes to place a duty 
of from 15 to 20 per cent on yarns, etc., 
thus practically re-enacting an objec- 
tionar\e feature of tte McKinley law. 

Now, the effect of these duties will be 
to increase the importation of Indiap 
and Egyptian cotton. Coarse goods can 
be. made from this foreign «cotton im- 
ported under a nominal duty, and the 
result will cause the displacement of 
about 250,000 bales of cotton now man- 
ufactured in the south. The duties pro- 
posed in the Wilson bill will perhaps 
cause a cut in the wages of the opera- 
tives of the southern mills. 


If raw cotton is to be admitted free. 


of duty, thus forcing the southern plant- 
ers to compete with the cheap cotton of 
India and Egypt, we should go a step 
further and take off the dutyeon manu- 
factured cotton goods. When our peo- 
ple are compelled to produce cheap cot- 
ton they should at least have the privi- 
lege of purchasing cheap shirts. 

Under the preposed schedule foreign 
raw cotton will be imported in increased 
quantities, and its cheapness will enable 
the New England mills to resume the 
manufacture of coarse goods. On the 
other hand, the repeal of the duties on 
cotton goods will cause the mills of the 
country to shift southward where they 
will be able to get their raw material 
from the fields, “without the expense of 
shipping it a long distance. As the 
matter now stands, free raw cotton and 
a tariff on the manufactured article are 
equivalent to a high degree of protec- 
tion for the New England manufactur- 
ers, while their southern competitors are 
handicapped by a heavy burden. It is 
to be hoped that Mr. McLaurin’s bill 
will receive serious consideration. It 
is on the right line. 


An Important Matter. 

Since the act went into effect providing 
for annual sessions of the legislature 
limited to fifty days, it was suggested 
that the time of meeting should be 
changed from November to July, and at 
the last session a bill was: passed* sub- 
mitting the proposed change in the shape 
of a constitutional amendment to the 
people in the state elections next Octo- 
ber. : 4 

The members of the general assembly 
who favored this amendment had in 
view the advantages of a summer ses- 
sion, and they failed to consider the 
consequences of such a change. It is te 
be feared that the act proposing the 
amendment is fatally defective, 

Next October the governor, statehouse 
officers and legislature will be elected 
as usual. Now, if the amendment is 
carried, a correspondent, in a communi- 
cation published elsewhere, says that 
the vote for governor and statehouse 
officers could wot be coufted and the re- 
sult declared until the following July, 
as the constitution provides that this 
must be done by the legislature. 

Under this amendment the term of 
the governor would be prolonged for 
eight months. This would violate the 
spirit and letter of the constitution 
which limits his eligibility to four years’ 
continuous service. ° 

Attention is further called to the fact 
that this change would prolong the 
terms of all the judges and solicitors to 
be elected by the legislature. 

We have no tax act for 1895. The 
adoption of the amendment, it is held, 
would force the state to wait for a tax 
act until the summer session in 1895, 
and as the act would not be perfected 
before some time in August the taxes 
would have to be assessed and collected 
in the short period of two or three 
months. ' 
_ There is now no appropriation act for 
1895. Under the amendment the act 
could not be passed until the summer 
session next year. So, from January, 
1895, until August, 1895, there would be 
no funds available for running the state 
government, supporting public institu- 
tions, and paying our school teachers. 
Even with the money in the treasury, 
the governor would have no authority to 
draw a warrant; the comptroller general 
could sign no checks, and the treasurer 
could not pay out any money. ‘The busi- 
ness of the state government would be 
thrown into inextricable confasion, and 
every effort to provide for the running 
expenses of the government and its in- 
stitutions would be difficult and of doubt- 
ful legality. 

The adoption of the amendment would 
make it absolutely necessary for the 
governor to call an extra session of the 
legislature in October, 1894, to count and 
declare the vote for governor and state- 
house officers; inaugurate the ,governor 
and install the statehouse officers: elect 
judges and solicitors general, and pass 


the appropriation and tax acts for 1895. . 


It would take about thirty-five or forty 
days for this work, at a cost of at least 
$40,000 to the state. Aside from the 


other work specified, it requires.a long 


time to properly consider, mature and 
pass the tax and appropriation acts. At 


the ordinary regular sessions, although | ri 


to them than they would have been if | the tax 


and appropriation 
troduced at the beginning, they are rare- 
ly perfected and reported until the last 
day of the session. They are too im- 
portant to be acted on hastily. 

If we hold an extra session of the 
Jegislature in October, 1894, it must, 
nevertheless, hold its regular session in 
the summer of 1895 and in the sumer 
of 1896, thus making three expensive 
sessions, instead of two. 

If it is simply designed to change the 
time of meeting of the general assembly 
from October to July, our correspondent 
holds that a constitutional amendment 
is not needed. An act of the legislature 
is all that is necessary to make the 
change, and it could be so shaped as to 
avoid all the confusion threatened | by 
*he proposed amendment. 

It is not too early to consider these 
points. They are apparently very strong 
obstacles in the way of the amendment 
and will probably cause its defeat. 
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President Dole. 

The head of the Hawaiian provisional 
government has not been in office many 
months, but his conduct under trying 
conditions shows that he is a statesman, 
& patriot and a man of nerve. 

If recent reports from Honolulu are 
substantially correct, President Dole is 
taking care of the interests of the new 
government with admirable conserv®- 
tism and firmness. He is not disposed to 
speak or act without due deliberation, 
and his official documents and letters 
would reflect credit upon a trained diplo- 
mat. 

The representative of the United 
States, or of any other power, who at- 
tempts to convince President Dole that 
he should step down and make way for 
the harlot queen will have a hard task 
before him. The provisional president 
takes the position that his government 
has already been recognized by the 
United States and Russia. It is an es- 
tablished government. Moreover, it is 
an independent government, and as it 
is not in any manner connected with 
the United States, we cannot upon any 
reasonable pretext use either moral or 
physical pressure to overthrow it. 

It would seem that President Dole has 
the best of the argument thus far. 
Whether later developments willipresent 
the matter in a different light remains 
to be seen. 


A Chapter of Progress.

A Clue for Our Readers. 

The theory on which eastern republi- 
cans—and eastern democrats for that 
matter—oppose the levying of an income 
tax is worth more than the passing no- 
tice we gave it the other day. 

The argument .that it is inquisitorial 
is not insisted on with any dégree of 
emphasis. The real objection from the 
eastern point of view is that any at- 
tempt to make wealthy individuals bear 
their fair share of the burdens of tax- 
ation is in the nature of class legisla- 
tion.

It is not alone the proposition to ,tax 
the incomes of wealthy individuals that 
revolts the east. It is the whole demo- 
cratic policy that irks them—the policy 
that proposes, to sweep away the class 
legislation built up by the republicans-in 
behalf of the millionaires, monopolists 
and the money power of the east. 

“There is one fact that no democrat 
need shut his eyes to, and that is that 
when there is any attack made on the 
class legislation that the east has man- 
ageG to secure at the expense of the tax- 
payers of the rest or the country, there 
is no longer any party division between 
the representatives of those interests in 
congress.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Referring to the death Tuesday last of 
O. B. Potter, the wealthy ex-congressman, 
of New York, a Philadelphiga who knew 
him well tells this incident of his early life, 
which formed the turning point of his 
career: When a student in a Boston law 
office there entered one day a poor me- 
chanic, “who desired to see the lawyer 
about drawing up an application for a 
patent. The lawyer was out of town. Pot- 
ter asked if he could not serve as well, 
and the inventor replied in the negative, 
adding that he wanted to find a lawy-r 
who would aavance him the patent office 
fees. Young Potter asked to see the model, 
which represented an improvement for sew- 
ing machins. He was intelligent enough to 
perceive its value. He drew up the appli- 
cation, advanced the fees and took an in- 
terest in the patent, which became one 
of the msot famous of sewing machine im- 
provements, the Grover & Baker, and start- 
ed Potter on the way to becoming a mil- 
lionaire.At the time of his death he was 
president of a sewing machine company: 

Some three hundred and odd cats are 
maintained by the United States govern- 
ment, the cost of their support being car- 
ried as a regular item on the accounts of 
the postoffice department. These cats -are 
distribtuted among about fifty postoffices, 
and their duty is to keep rats and mice 
from eating and destroying, postal matter 
and canvas mail sacks. Their work is of 
the utmost importance wherever large quan- 
tities of mail are collected, as, for exam- 
ple, at the New York postoffice, where from 
2,000 to 3,000 bags of mail matter are com- 
monly stored away in the basement. For- 
merly great damage was done by the mis- 
chievous rodents, which chewed holes in 
the sacks and thought nothing of boring 
clear through bags of letters in a night. 
Troubles of this sort no longer occur, since 
the official pussies keep watch. Each of the 
postmasters in the larger cities is allowed 
from $8 to $40 a year for the keep of his 
feline staff, sending his estimate for ‘“‘cat 
meat” to Washington at the beginning of 
each quarter.

A CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 


A Correspondent Thinks the Amend- 
ment Changing Sessions Defective. 


Eaitor Constitution: I have been think= 
ing over the constitutional amendment ask- 
ed by the last general assembly, changing 
the date of the meetings from November in 
each year to July. ° 

The act proposing the amendment is 
fatally defective, and the legislature evi- 
dently only considered the question of 
changing the sessions from winfer to sum- 
mer, without reflecting upon the serious 
consequences of the change in its effect 
on other branches of the state govern- 
ment. 

Here are some nuts that I wish to fur- 
nish for the people to crack, and as they 
have about nine months in which to do so, 
there will be no excuse for going wrong: 

1. The election of governor, statehouse of- 
ficers and legislature will occur in Octo- 
ber. If the amendment is adopted the vote 
for governor and statehouse officers could 
not be counted and the result decided un- 
til the following July, as under the consti- 
tution this must be done by the legisia- 
ture. 

2. The termn of the governor would be 
prolonged for eight months. This would vi- 
olate the spirit and letter of the constitu- 
tion in the present case, which limits the 
governor's eligibility to four years continu- 
ous service. 

3. The terms of all judges and solicitors 
to be elected by the legislature would be 
prolonged until July. 

4. There is now no tax act for 1895. If 
the amendment is adopted there could be no 
tax act for 189 until passed by the legisla- 
ture in the summer session of 1895. It 
would be some time m August before 
the tax act could be perfected and 
passed. This would only giwe two or three 
months in which taxes could be: assessed, 
returned and collected.

COTTON SHOWS SOME WEAKNESS 


@tock Speculation Light, with the Tone 
Unsettied, and the Trading 
Purely Professional. 


NEW YORK, January 9.—On the stock 
exchange today the volume of business was 
light, the speculation without settled tone 
and the trading purely professional, There 
was no very great pressure to sell, nor was 
there any particularly*strong buying move- 
ment, although there were occasional bear 
raids and times when stocks were readily 
absorbed. But of animation there was 
none.

What little news of interest was 
stirring had little or no effect upon prices, 
which moved up and down lazily within 
ne“row limits as a rule as the respective 
stocks were offered for sale or bid for. Te 
monetary situation is so easy that'the re- 
ported flow of currency to this center.in 
excess of the shipments to the _ interior 
passes unnoticed. The Atchison reorgani- 
gation scheme is said to be progressing 
favorably, but the report did no more than 
retain the price of the stock at yesterday's 
closing figures. An upward movement was 
started in Chicago Gas on the announce- 
ment of the election of the new board of 
directors, which, it is claimed, gives in- 
creased financial strength to the corpora- 
tion. .It is claimed,. too, that the confor- 
mation of the board shows that the con- 
trol is now vested in the east.

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The Free Cotton Mannfactured Good, 
Bill of the South Carelina Senator. 
Editor Constitution—The following bill 

has been introduced by myself in the house 

of representatives: oe oMt 


“A bil to repeal the duties on manufac- 
tured cotton goods and for other purposes. 

“Whereas, owing to the present financial 
and economic policy of the government, 
the agricultural interests of the United 
States are greutly depressed, in consequence 
of which*the farmers, farm laborers and 
those dependent upon them are being, im- 
poverished and are compelled to produce 
the principal crops at an actual loss, 
thereby compelling the farm owners 
to mortgage their lands at an 
exorbitant rate of interest, and in conse- 
quence of which the homes of the people 
are rapidly passing into the hands of greaé 
ee proprietors and land associations; 
an ‘ 

“Whereas, the lessening of taxation upon 
the common necessaries of life would tend 
to relieve such distress; and 

“Whereas, there is no duty upon raw cot- 
ton to protect the producers of that article 
from competition with the pauper labor of 
Kurope; and 

“Whereas, there is a heavy import duty 
upon the manufactured articles; and 

“Whereas, it is to the interest of the far- 
mer to have cheap cotton goods if he is 
to produce cheap cotton; and 

“Whereas, there was imported into the 


United States for the fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1892, $28,323,841 in manufactured 
goods, upon which was paid an import 


duty of $16,436,734, amounting to an average 
of 58 per centum— 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the senate 
and house that on and after the passage of 
this act all customs duties of whatever 
kind or amount, collected from imports of 
manufactured cotton goodé@s are hereby re- 
pealed. 

“Sec, 2. That all acts or parts of acts in 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed.” 

Before the war New England drove the 
English factories out of the manufacture 
of coarse cotton goods. Then the south, 
recovering from the effects of the war and 
appreciating the advantages of having the 
mills and the cotton in proximity to each 
other embarked in the manufacture of these 
coarse goods and drove New England out 
of this line of industry. There is no duty 
upon raw cotton, as there is on wheat, 
corn, rice, oats, etc., hence each year there 
is a constantly increasing importation of 
Indian and Egyptian cotton, the former 
of low grade and competing with American 
cotton of the same quality, the latter of 
long staple, and competing with the sea 
island, the Allen and-other. cottons of that 
character. The increase last year in the 
importation of raw cotton was 40 per cent, 
or 8,000,000 pounds. The increase between 
1883 and 1892 was 700 per cent. In the for- 
mer year there were 4,000,000 pounds, the lat- 
ter 28,000,000 pounds imported. Is not this 
enough to strike with alagm all who de- 
pené@ upon raising cotton for livelihood? 

Now as to the mills. The coarse counts 
of yarns from number 10-20, can be made 
from Nast Indian cotton and yarn waste, 
and tnis can be imported under any ad 
valorem duty of less than 35 per cent or of 
a specific duty of less than 4 cents per 
pound; that is, if yarns are costing under 
15 cents, it would involve the displacement 
of 250,000 bales of cotton now manufactured 
in the south into jeans, osnaburgs and yarns 
for hosiery purposes. 

The average difterence in the cost of in- 
dian and American cotton is 3 cents. Twen- 
ty per cent ad valorem is less than 2 cents. 
The duty of 20 per cent, it seems to me, 
means the closing of all southern mills now 
engaged in the manufacture of the coarser 
goods. £t would .at> least necessitate a 
great cut in the wages of mill operatives; 
in other words, the producers of cotton and 
other southern industries bear the brunt 
of the proposed change: Democracy, how- 
ever, means free trade, for I consider a tar- 
iff for revenue the nearest practical approach 
to free trade. Let us, therefore, examine the 
matter from that standpoint. If the tariff 
is a tax which enhances the price of im- 
ports and manufactvred goods of similar 
lines as well, then this bill, of all others 
is feasible amd] 
logical, both as a means of reducing cus- 
toms duties, and as-a method of changing 
tariff taxation. If free raw material and 
American skill can compete with 'England 
and the older countries of the world in any 
line of manufacture it is in this—of cot- 
ton goods. We produce our own cotton, 
make our own machinery and feed our own 
workmen—a condition of which no other 
nation upon the face of the earth can 
boast. This being true why can we not 
compete successfully with all other na- 
tions in the markets of the world in the 
manufacture and sale of cotton goods? If 
free raw material is a, prime factor in free 
competition, this bill makes a trial of the 
proposition, which is complete and fair. 
I desire to make the following brief state- 
ment in relation to cotton industry, so that 
our people can understand the state of af- 
fairs. It is not a question of politica but 
one of plain business and which shovid be 
considered without regard to faction or 
party. 

During the fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1892, there were exported 18,169 bales of 
sea island cotton, valued at $1,591,464, and 
6,852,290 bales of other cotton, valued at 
$256,869,777, making a total export of raw 
cotton of 5,870,459 bales, valued at $203,- 
461,244. There were also exported 183,754,321 
yards of colored and uncolored cloth, val- 
ued at $11,158,023, and other manufactured 
articles valued at $2,048,254, or a total of 
manufactured cotton goods, amounting to 
$13,226,277. During the same year there 
was imported $28,323,841: worth of manu- 
factured cotton goods, which paid a duty 
of $16,436,734. Thus duty amounted to an 
ad valorem of about 68 per cent. There 
were also imported, free of: duty, 28,530,992 
pounds of raw cotton, valued at $3,217,521. 
It is hot generally known that raw cotton 
is imported free of duty to such an alarm- 
ing extent, as the above figures show, and 
yet it is a fact that this imported cotton 
has increased over 700 per cent in nine 
years and 40 per cent between the present 
year and last. It comes into direct com- 
petition with the sea island cotton and 
also with low grade American cotton. It 
comes from India and from Egypt, where 
its growth is fostered by English capital, 
so that it seems our financial policy is to 
be dictated by foreigners and.ct the same 
time, through the tariff, they are to further 
impoverish our producers and laborers. 
Of the imported manufactured cotton goods 
50 per cent comes from England. Germany 
Switzerland and France, in, the order named, 
are next largest importers, 

Of the exported raw cotton, England 
takes about 6 per cent and -Germany, 
France, Italy and Spain the rest. China 
buys over 40 per cent of our exported man- 
ufactured cotton, and the balance is dis- 
tributed in other countries.¢ These figures 
and facts disclose a condition of affairs 
worthy of most serious thought. Raw 
cotton and manufactured cotton are both 
imported and exported freely. The raw 
cotton is imported free of any duty, but 
the manufactured article has an average 
duty of 58 per cent. Raw cotton receives 
no protection from import duties as do 
wheat, corn, oats and other breadstuffs, 
yet with the exception of barley, there is 
as much again raw cotton imported into 
this country as of all the breadstuffs. . In 
the face of this a large amount of cotton 


goods are sent into the markets of other , 


nations and successtully compete with for- 
eign manufacturers. Out of a cotton crop 
of 9,035,379 bales the United States con- 
sumed %,142,712 bales, which, according to 
the best authorities, produced about $)75,- 
00,000 worth of man: factured goods. If 
the customs duties are added to the manu- 
factured article as weil as to the imported, 
the ad valorem duty of 58 per cent that is 
now collected brings a manufacturer's tax 
of $217,500,000. Therefore, if the tariff is 
a tax, it follows that the collection of 
$16,496,784 on imported cotton goods, costs 
the people $217,000,000 in the shape of the 
duty they are forced to pay to cotton man- 
ufacturers.. Two hundred and seventeen 
dollars to collect $16 i? about the size of it. 
At any rate it seems to me that if we peo- 
ple of the south are to be forced to raise 


cotton in cempetition with caeap Indian 
in labor, that we should have.

If, however, there is to*be a tariff, let 
it be equitably distributed so as to protect 
the raw and the various grades of manu- 
factured cotton goods alike. .

SOUTHERN DIRECT TRADE, 


The South Must Strike for Some of the 


Cefflee Trade of South America. 


Editor Constitution: I have shown by of- 
ficial figures that direct trade in two years, 
1890 to 1892, increased e south’s imports 
$89,000,000 against $82, in all the rest 
of the union, and swelled the south’s im- 
ports 25 per cent against 5 per cent in the 
rest of the United States. 

One prime object of southern direct trade 
has been to induce western grain and flour 
and meat to go abroad through southern 
ports by southern railroads. in 1892 as a 
fruit of this direct trade the west shipped 
$104,000,000 of its exports through the south 
to foreign countries, of which $85,000,000 were 
breadstuffs, $13,000,000 meat products, and 
$6,000,000 cattle. And nearly all of this west- 
ern stuff went through Baltimore, Newport 
News, New Orleans and Galveston, and lit- 
tle or nothing of it went through south At- 
lantic ports, nearer, and with the ‘best 
railroad and terminal facilities. 

Your paper yesterday had a special from

This is a substantial fruit of our direct. 
trade movement and is the beginning of a 
grand result. 

We must not only export western stuff 
abroad, but we must import foreign pro- 
ducts, and can do it. Our Atlanta Cotton 
States and International exposition looks 
to stimulating trade with South and Central 
America, Mexico and the West Indies. 
There are big possibilities in this.

IT IS THE PROPERTY OF THE STATE 


And Was On'y Leased to the Lessees of 


the Western end Atlantic~Captain 
Fuller ialks of tue Capture. 


The reports sent out from Chicago re- 
cently announcing that ‘The General,” a 
locomotive captured by some yankee spies 
in war time from the Western and Atlantio 
railroad, had been sold to the company in 
charge of Libby prison are the veriest non- 
sense, 

It may be true that the old engine has 
been placed in the war museum of Chicago 
temporarily, but there seems to be no truth 
whatever in the statement that it has been 
sold to the Libby Prison Company. 

The fact is, ‘“‘The General’ is the prop- 
erty of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hardly necessary to say that the state woud 
not sell it to Libby prison. 

There have been repeated efforts on the 
part of museum companies to secure the 
locomotive, but they have all failed and 
‘The General’ has been on Georgia soil 
ever since the war until last summer, 
when a man by the name of Clarke came 
down here and secured the consent of the 
Western and Atlantic people to take it to 
the world’s tair. where it was piacead op 
exhibition in the transportation building. 

There it has been ever since it was taken 
to Chicago until now, when. the report 
comes that by somt arrangemeat it has been 
transterred to the war museum, Libpy 
prison, in that city for the gaze of curiosity 
seekers and prejudiced sectionalists. 

The legislature of Ohio last fali took steps 
to purchase the engine from the state of 
Georgia. An offer of $5,000 was made, but 
there was no sale. Governor Northen did 
not take action in the matter because ne 
preferred to put it before the consilera- 
tion of the Georgia legislature, Whicn he 
did in his message to that body in Uc- 
tober. He gave with his message the cor- 
respondence he had just had with the adju- 
tant general of the state of Ohio. 

It seems that nothing was done by the 
Georgia legisiature in the matter whatever 
and the old locomotive has been in the 
transportation building of the world’s fair 
ever since the gates of the great exposition 
closed 

History of “The General.” 

There is a world of interest in the his- 
tory ‘of the °ld locomotive called “‘The Gen- 
era!l.”’ 

The incident of the war made it a cele- 
brated picce of machinery. 

“The General’ was tirst put on the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad in the year 1856. 
It is a 15-inch cylinder and a 22-inch stroke 
engine, with a tive-foot driving wheel. 

The locomotive was rebuilt by the West- 
ern and Atiantic railroad shops in the year 
1871 and was turned over to the lessee of 
the road when the state first ceased opera- 
tion of the line. 

It was continued in service until the old 
lease expired and the new lessees took 
charge of the Western and Atlantic in Jan- 
uary, 1891, when it was laid up on a side- 
track at Vining’s station just beyond the 
Chuttahoochee river to rust and crumble 
beneath the subtle touch of time. 

Last summer an agent lor we world’s 
fair came to Atlanta and made an overture 
for placing the engine on exhibition at the 
great exposition. Consent was gained and 
the engine was brought to Atlanta and 
patched up sufficiently to be tugged to 
Chicago. 

This in brief covers the history of the 
locomotive aside from its capture in the 
days vi civil strife which has made a thing 
of history out of it. 

mow lt Was Captured. 

Last night when a Constitution reporter 
calied upun Captain Wiliam f'ulier, the 
conductor in charge of the train pulled by 
“The General’ the day it was captured, 
he was sitting in his cozy library at his 
residence on Washington sireet looking 
dreamily into the fire, just in the mood

Their Outing Will Occupy Nearly Five 
Months—Mr. Lingley Will Write 
His Experi: nces. 


Messrs. E. G. Langley and Ellis Gray, two 
well known young men in Atlanta, will 
leave on Saturday for a five months’ canoe 
trip in Florida and south Georgia rivers. 
The start will be made from Icevule and the 


_two canoeists will shoot the rapids down 


the Chattahoochee as the first part of their 
trip. 

‘he route of procedure has been mapped 
out, and when it has been traversed the 
number of miles gone over wil: have been 
fully 2,600, while the tourists estimace that 
-he time consumed willl be probably five or 
six months. They will paddle down the 
Chattahoochee to the gulf, then to che 
Suwanee river and to the Santa Fe river 
to Meirose, by the Oklahama river to Lake 
Opopka and by rail to Kissimmee, down the 
Kissimmee river to the Okeechobee, and 
then into the everglades, where a month 
will be spent among the Indian mounds; 
out of the everglades to Indian river and to 
Rockledge and to the headwaters of the 
St. John’s, to Jacksonville, St. Augustine, 
Brunswick, up to the Altamaha and up the 
Ocmulgee to Macon, 

The cunoes are built precisely alike and 
are called the Hiawatha and the Minne- 
haha. They are fifteen feet in length and 
have a beam of thirty inchesy The main 
r-aterial of which the canoes are built is 
canvas, thoroughly olled and well painted; 
the finishing is in walnut and oak, highly 
polished. The weight of each boat, with 
necessary outfit, will be about 100 pounds, 
thus enabling the canoeists to carry them 
safely over any shoals. 

Each boat will carry thirty feet of sall 
and the Cornelian style of paddle will be 
used; these paddles are being made at the 
Technological school. The canoetsts will 
take a pair of heavy blankets each and a 


rubber blanket, a pillow of rubber, which) 


can be blown up to a comfortable size at/ 
night and easily packed away whken not in 
use. The boats are arranged so ‘hat tents 
can be raised over them when not in use. 


Who the Darinz Canoeists Are. 


The two canoeists who will make this 
trip by paddles are probably the first to 
take such an excursion in the south. The 
outing is a purely pleasure one. Mr. E. J. 
Langley is an Englishman and is a man 
of much experience as a canoeist. He has 
taken in all the rapids in Canada and 
cruised about the Thousand Islands to no 
inconsiderable extent. 

Besides being of some repute as a canoe- 
‘st he is a traveler and an artist. He has 
voyaged in Africa and for some time was 
at “ape Torn, south Africa, not slighting 
Australia, gypt and Italy, also visitine 
Cenada dnd finally America and then ¢° 
the south. He is a fine gentleman, wel! 
educated, and is thorourhly delighted over 
the pleasing prospects which he sees ahead 
in his proposed outing. 

Mr. Ellis Gray has been a resident of At- 
lanta for a number of years, coming from 
the north, where he was a member of a 
canoe club. He is an elocutionist of con- 
siderable repute, and on his trip will en- 
deavor to studv the Florida cracker dialect 
and that of south Georgia, since dialectic 
recitations are his specialty.

It Is Said That the Coweta Gubernatorial 
Candidate Will Bend His Bnergies 
to Carry Muscogee County. 


Columbus, Ga., January 9.—(Special.)—The 
finance committee of the city council is 
busii:iv engaged at present getting matters in 
shape for the year. it is the genera4 im- 
pression. and opinion that there will de a 
consiuerable reduction of expenses. Chair- 
man Morgan McMichael is figuriftg earnest- 
ly on the actual cost of running the city 
government and ali of its departments, and 
will fix the tax rate accordingly. Mr. Mc- 
Michael recognizes that last year was an 
exceptionaly hard one, and, the people are 
poory prepared to bear the burdens of a 
heavy taxation. 

Mr. MoMichael will favor the finance com- 
mittee’s recommendation that the council 
pass an appropriation ordinance in which 
there should be allowed a fixed amount to 
the different departments of the city gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year. In this appro- 
priation ordinance a provision could be 


‘made for a sinking fund ‘to meet. the city’s 


bonded indebtedness, as it falls due. The 
council could also provide for a contingent 
or emergency fund which would always sup- 
ply the city with ready cash to meet defi- 
ciencies or emergencies, and not have it bor- 
rowing money, paying interest as hereto- 
ofre. In the past the city has had a com- 
mon till, and all of the departments lived 
from it without regard to limit, so that at 
the end of the year it was often found that 
the city’s revenue had been exhausted and 
the city’s credit called to its assistance. 
To Decrease Taxation. 


The most importang? thing with which the 


‘finance committee will have to deal is the 


framing of a tax. ordinance. This work 
the committee hopes to do in such a way as 


-wili make the burden of taxation fall with 


equal degree on all classes alike. The mayor 
has already called attention to several ob- 
jectionable features in the existing ordi- 
nance, and made suggestions as to a solu- 
tion of the trouble. It is the purpose of the 
finance committee to consider the existing 


‘ordinance, item by item, and as far as pos- 


sible, correct all imperfections, and elimin- 
ate all illegal features, if any there be, so 
that wbken the new ordinance is framed, it 
wil be on the lowest conservative basis, and 
a rvie and a guide that should be observed. 

Mr. A. A. Dozier, of this city has been ap- 
pointed lieutenant colonel on the staff of 
General Clement A. Evans, commander for 
the division of Georgia, of the Union of Con- 
federate States Veterans.

The whole landed property of the Americus 
Investment Company was valued at about 
$500,000 located in Americus and Sum- 
ter, Lee, Stewart, Dooly and Tattnal coun- 
ties, and was mortgaged for about $200,000. 
Only parts were sold today. The vacant lot 
fronting Hotel Windsor, in Americus, for 
which the investmeht company refused $20,- 
000 three years ago, was bid off by Banker 
Hambleton, of Baltimore, for~$6,000. 

A $4,000 residence, formerly owned by 
Judge Al'en Fort, went to Colonel U. B. 
Harrold at $1,700. Two Sumter county plan- 
tations of 1,300 acres brought $3,600. The 
Richland Inn block, at Richland, Ga., 
brought only $4,800. It cost $18,000 in 1890. 
Two stores, a warehouse and three dwell- 
ings in the town of Coney, Dooly county, 
brought only $1,100. The brick hotel at 
Helena, where the East Tennessee crosses 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery, 
sold for $3,000 and the brick warehouse there 
sold for $1,000. Twenty-two hundred acres 
of timber land in Tattnal county sold for 
$2,100. Twelve hundred acres near Corde‘e 
brought $720; 3,000 acres at Bluffton, 8S. C., 
known as Hunting island, sold for $1,300.

Holt occupies a handsome store in Trian- 
gular block and carried a large and ex- 
pensive stock. Owing to the stringency of 
the times and poor collections Mr. Holt was 
forced to go into the hands of a receiver. 
About $14,000 of mortgages were falling due 
this month, besides about $15,000 of creditors’ 
bills.

[THE MAN WITH OPALS| 


Chief Connolly Gets a Telegram from 
Columbus Asking About Him, 


IS FLEMING AND LATTA ONE MAN? 


The Latter Was Here a Few Days Ago. 
The Former a Huge Swindler at the 
W orld’s Fair and in the W est. 


The story of the man arrested by the 
Atlanta detectives fora crook and who 
turned out to be a Croesus, has been printed 
in The Constitution. tne man gave his 
H. Latta, 
and has since been the subject of much talk 
among the officers, and is always designated 
as the opal man, 

Since that time echoes of a man with a 
bag of opals who is traveling about the 
country piaying sharp tricks upon the citi- 
zens, and whose description reads very 
much like that of Mr. Latta, have been 
coming to the Atlanta police department. in 
no less than haif a dozen instances has 
~hief Connoily been asked by teiegraph to 
furnish different police departments with 
information about the opal man. 

ln nearly all o¢ these telegrams the man 
with the bag of opals is known as E. H. 
Fleming. The description and the opais 
cause the Atlanta otnoers to believe that 
Fleming and Latta are one, although the 
actions of the latter were blameless when 
he was in this city. 

it was a month ago when Latta was ar- 
rested in Atlanta, He came here from the 
world’s fair and stopped at the Arlington 
hovel. His methods of business were such 
as to lead people to believe that he was a 
fakir. He would go to the local pawnbrok- 
ers with a watch of considerable value, ap- 
parently. He would pawn the watches for 
about $20, and sevéral people who heard of 
it felt sure that Latta was crooked, other- 
wise he would not offer such valuable 
watches for such a small sum. 

The matter was reported to the detectives 
and they arrested Latta. At police head- 
quarters, Latta surprised the officers. He 
showed them that his watches were not 
worth over $ or $6 and he was merely work- 
ing the pawnbrokérs, for which the detect- 
ives felt grateful. Latta poured out upon 
a table before the amazed detectives a huge 
bag of opals, and had other jewelry and 
stocks in industrial institutions, aggreget- 
ing in value over $100,000. The detectives 
were Surprised to find they had a Croesus 
under arrest and released him. Later he 
was arrested in Birmingham, and later still 
at another small town in Alabama. 

The publication of the story in The Consti- 
tution caused a press dispatch to be sent 
out from Boise City, Idaho, warning every- 
body to beware of E. H. Fleming, the opal 
man. The telegram said that the man who 
had been in Atlanta was Fleming, and 
that he was a notorious swindler and hatch- 
er-up of fake schemes. He seemed to have 
worked up a swindling emigration scheme 
in Idaho. He swindled thousands of people 
at the world’s fair with his opals and other 
.-welry, and became notorious there. 

Yesterday Chief Connolly received a tele 
gram from Chief of Police Wiley Williams, 
of Columbus, Ga., asking for information of 
E. H. Fleming. He is described as a man 
of about the same age as Latta’ and had 
a bag of opals in Columbus. He seems to 
have had the same sort of experiences in 
Columbus as he had in Atlanta, and, in fact, 
he seems to have them wherever he goes. 

It begins to look as if Latta and Fleming 
are one. Latta‘ is known to have been 
through Alabama in the vicinity of Colum- 
bus a few weeks ago, and nothing is more 
nen ps than that he should have dropped 
into!‘ Columbus with his opals and jewelry. 
When here he said he was looking for a lo- 
cation for a jewelry store. He has made a 
big pile at t the world’s fair.
